A State Volunteer Corps for the 


Regular Army Suggested. 


EDITORS Ryruni ICAN -Having always tak 


en an interest in military matters from boyhood, 
and more so since the war I alwnys read the 
report and lecomroendatlons of the General of 
the Army with interest, and have always coin 
cided with his views In regard to Increasing tbe 
army up to an effective force ol thirty or thirty 
five thomand men. My own theory Is, and al 
wajshas been, to reduce the present regular 
army to twentv thousand men anil then to bring 
the number up to, say thirty five thousand men, 
organize a volunteer coips of fifteen thousand 
men, to be supplied by tbe different states ID 
proportion to Uieir voting population, offlcered 
and commanded as the volunteer forces were 
during tbe late war, the line officers to be elected 
by tbe men, and both line and field oncers to be 
commissioned by the governors of their respect- 
ive states Alter their muster In as a matter of 
course they would be under the command ol tbe 
General of the Army, and subject to the sam» 
rules and regulations ot war u the regular 
army, the term of service to be three ycari, no 
one to be allowed to enlist above the age ot St. 
yean, to be American born, and to possess a 
fair English common school education and not 
addicted to the use of Intoxicating drink, and 
that wherever stationed schools shall be pro- 
Tided and they required to attend a certain por 
tlon of their time These volunteers should rep- 
resent tbe different branches of the service, as 
Intantrjr, cavalry and artillery, and be organlied 
Into regiments, batalllons and companies, the 
officers to be divided so that each slat* will be 
represented as nearly equal as poisiblo In pro- 
portion to the troops furnished For Instance 
If Illinois was allowed six companies and Iowa 
four, In a regiment of ten companies, or, the 
former seven and tlie latter five, in a regiment 
of twelve companies, then let tbe former stai« 
be allowed the colonel, the latter the lieutenant 
colonel, and so on through with the Held officers 
of the regiment, these troops to be mustered out 
at the expiration of their three years and their 
places to be (tiled by entire new volunteers.wttb 
out exception By this means there would In 
the course ol a few years be enough well-drilled 
men in, the walks of civil life W officer hundreds 
of regiments, and In case of war their services 
would be beyond computation, and in case of 
riots and outbreaks these troops could be sent 
to their respective states tnd their services in 
quilling any outbreaks would be more satlsfac 
tor> than the troops of the present regular 'urny 
SUiti pride vionlel make this the most Intelligent 
and finest body of troops in the world It is all 
nonsense to talk of a universal peace among na- 
tions Questions will be arbltiatcd on the field 
of battle In the future as they have been in the 
past and we know from experience that we 
cannot have too much good matcrlil ready for 
any emci^ency that Is likely to arise

At the session of the county board yes- 


terday afternoon Steward Magee report- 
ed 48 inmates at the poor farm; and 
Supt.

SETTLEMENT EFFECTED. 


The following statement was read in 


reference to the claim of the county 
against I. A. Buckingham who was state's 
attorney from 1876 to 1880. It wan 
adopted and a final settlement with Mr. 
Buckingham was effected on the basis 
outlined below: 


In the Buckingham case, token by Bucking- 


ham to tue appellate court, that court decided, 
BrsMhat Mr. Buckingham was entitled to ten 
per cent, on all fines and forfeitures collected by 
him; 
second, that he was entitled to noconvic- 


questions were contested in the case. The ques- 
tion of Interest was also presented by the state's 
attorney, but was not considered by the court 
because no exception in tha.t regard was Uken 
to the ruling of the circuit Judge, and no excep- 
tion was taken because the county was satisfied 
with Judge Hughes' judgment as he had decided 
tlie ten per cent, commission in favor of the 
county, as well as the contempt and bond cases. 
Now the appellate court reverses Judge Hushes' 
decision on the commission question and amrnis 
it in the contempt and bond cases, but makes no 
ruliiK on the Interest question and remands the 
case, which leaves the question open to be de- 
cided by the circuit court upon a new trial. Mr. 
Buckingham proposes in way of settlement and 
as a co npromise of the case, to pay hall tlie cir- 
cuit court costs and $700. The costs in the ap- 
pellate court the county is liable to pay. I sub- 
mit a statement of the amount due from Mr. 
Buckingham under the decision ol the appellate 
court and in addition thereto charging him with 
interest from the time he should have settled 
with the school superintendent and paid the 
money over. His term expired December 1,1880;

would report in view of the fact that the 
assessed value of the taxable property in 
Macon county is GO far below the real 
value, and the statutes limit the amount 
to be raised by taxation for all county 
purposes to 75 cents on the $100; and 
the further fact that some unlooked-for 
liabilities have arisen, your committee do 
not deem it advisable to commence build- 
ing said court house until the matter of 
increasing the taxation or issuing bonds 
for the purpose aforesaid shall have been 
submitted to the legal voters of Macon 
county. 


This leaves the court house question 


undecided, and if any steps are taken 
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acter of paper, and if a suit the names of 
parties thereto; nor unless said bailiff is 
appointed by the circuit judge and the 
service performed during the actual sit- 
ting of the circuit court. 


WILL HIRE AN EXPERT. 


Supervisor Camp, of the fees and sal-

The meeting called by the Belief So- 
iety convened at 2 p. M. Friday, at 
he Woman's Club room, in the Galla- 
her block.

learly all tbe charitable organizations 
,nd churches of the city were present. 
The meeting was opened with prayer 


iy Bev. Prestley. Mrs. L. Burrows, 
f the Belief Society, presided, and the 
ecretary of that society acted as sec- 
etary for the meeting. 
The following plan of the proposed 
ociety was read by the secretary: 
The Belief Society of Decatur have 
ailed this meeting for the purpose of 
ecuriug an organization or co-opera- 
ion of charity societies. First for in- 
ormation, and secoudly for division 
)f work. 


The method proposed for securing 
his end is, flrat the formation of a so- 
siety composed of representatives of 
ill charity societies and other sources 
if charitable relief, which society shall 
lave a paid secretary and an office 
which shall be the center of all cbari- 
able work. At this office shall be 
cept, in some form hereafter adopted, 
be name, residence, history and wants 
if all applicants for relief, either from 
,he county or private charity. In addi- 
,ion to this there shall be a free regis- 
,ry of labor, where any one in search 
if work can leave name, address, and 
_[ind 
of employment desired, and any 


person wanting work done can apply 
'or help, and it shall be part of the 
duty of the secretary to bring these 
people together. 


A register of all charitable organiza- 


jions, with the kind and extent of 
work they will undertake, shall also 
be kept at this office. The secretary of 
the society shall thoroughly investigate 
every implication for relief, calling to 
iis aid if need be, the overseer of tlie 
joor, the county physician and the po- 
ice. It shall then be his duty to in- 
form the society or person under whose 
special care the case seems to come, 
and here originates the necessity for 
organized distribution of work. 


To the G. A. H. and W. B. 0., the 


secret societies and the various church 
charitable societies will be assigned 
:hose calls for relief or work that be- 
;ong to them; and it is desirable that 
otber societies, such as the Y. M. C. 
A., the W. C. T. U.. the Relief Society, 
etc., should make an amicable division 
of duties. 


The second work of tlie society is to 


appoint a board of counsellors, in 
which representatives of all the differ- 
ent societies, and a representation of 
citizens at large shall meet with the 
overseer of the poor, the chief of police 
and the county physician for consulta- 
tion on the best means of helping the 
applicants for relief and also of pro- 
viding work and other helps to self 
help and so of diminishing pauperism. 
To effect this end the board of super- 
visors should be asked to instruct the 
overseer of the poor to co-operate with 
the society by adopting the form of ap- 


elief recommended and 
plication for relie: 
filing a duplicate of such application 
with the secretary 9f the society. He 
should also be required to meet with 
and assist the board of counsellors in 
their efforts to get correct information 
with regard to such applicants. The 
county physician should also be made 
a member of the board of counsellors 
and instructed to furnish such infor- 
mation as comes in the line of his duty. 
The mayor and city council should be 
asked to pus-, a special ordinance 
for bidding street and from house to 
house begging and instructing the po- 
lice to enforce such ordinance by ar- 
resting all beggers and tramps and 
turning them over to the society for 
treatment. 


The people of Decatur should be 


taught through the press and the pul- 
pit that indiscriminate giving is a sin 
and brought to understand tbat by as- 
sisting in the organized endeavors of 
this society they can relieve the woiUiy 
poor and put down imposition. 


As an outgrowth of this we hope tbat 


something, however, small in the way 
of a home for the friendless or improv- 
ident may be provided where persons 
applying for food or lodging can earn 
it before they obtain it, and where pro- 
visions can be made for sudden emer- 
gencies requiring immediate help.

About live hogs i\ diiy 
meets the demand of Uie city of Mon- 
terey, with 50,000 people. While tho pec- 
pie ore fond of pork tlicy cannot afford to 
eat it. There is no desire to improve 
their stock of hogs by importations ot 
better blood.—Chicago News.

Saloons C'osed Up. 


Bnef mention was made last evening 


of tho victory of the prolulition board a' 
Blue Mound in this county, which has 
been shewd in its action. Last year the 
town went for saloons, but last spring 
the people voted by a big majority to 
close up the places. The outgoing whisk] 
board, however, voted to grant license to 
throe saloon-keepers for a yearbeyonc 
the time they went out of office, which 
act greatly incensed thu prohibitionists 
and embarrased the new board, who have 
been powerless to close the places unti 
this month. It was a strange case—a no- 
lice nse town having saloons. Whisky be 
ing the cause of the murder of William 
Gross by Wesley Weetbrook, at that 
place last August, the board, to accom 
plish their purpose, watehed their oppor- 
tunity and systematically had each saloon 
keeper arrested and fined for violating 
the local ordinance. Every man has been 
convicted, and under the ordinance each 
license was revoked for cause. In this 
way the business was wiped out. One 
saloon keeper has 140 counts against him 
in tho county court. He was fined by the 
village magistrate $160 and costs for vio- 
lations. The temperance people are re- 
joicing over the victory.

THEFOBSYTH TEAGEDT. 


Shocking Accidental Death of Dick 


Tinkler.—Shot in the Stomach. 


From Monday's Daily. 


Coroner Perl went to the farm of 


George W. Shroll near Foreyth in Hick- 
ory township early Sunday morninfr, be- 
ing cal'ed there by telegraph to bold an 
inquest on Bichard Tinkler, a farm hand, 
aged 19, who expired Saturday night at 
11:30 from a gunshot wound in the stom- 
ach, accidentally received wcile hu 
abbits near Fairview church on Satnr 
day. The juryman were George W 
Shroll, P. B. Vance, Barney G. Shroll, J 
L. Keller, Henry Reeser end Samue 
A. Honeer, who returned a verdict to the 
effect that "Eichard Tinkler came tc 
his death by a wound from a gun shot 
a gnn held in his own hand, the same 
being discharged accidentally." The only 
witness examined was William Shroll, 
young man who bad gone hunting with 
Tinkler. They had double barrel breech 
loading guns, and while near the Shroll 
barn they shot at blocks and pigeons. 
The two yonng men took dinner atj the 
Shroll residence. "We started for For 
syth,"the witness testified, "and while 
climbing over the lot fence the rail tnrn- 
ed and both of us fell 
over. In the 


fall I threw my gun forward; I beard the 
shot and I thought I was wounded as 
the powder burnt my face. When I 
up, Tinkler was standing in front o: 
He walked about 10 feet, staggered 
backward about two steps and fell. At 
the same time I saw a large hole in his 
stomach. I thought I had shot Dick 
but he said he had shot himseJif. I call- 
ed for help. I stuyod with him until some 
persons came. We put him on a door 
md took him to my father's residence. 
Dr. J. C. Hall came, but he said there 
was not one chance out of a thousand 
tor Dick to recover. He was conscious 
until 11 p. m. a short time before he died. 
Upon looking into Tinkler's gun I saw 
that the one load he put in was out. The 
gun was loaded with No. 5's. It was the 
property of Ira Gepford. Tinkler was 
staying with me and worked for his 
ward, doing chores." 


The deceased was an industrious yonng 


men, who when a boy of 14 was bronght 
,o this county from the New York Juv- 
enile Asylum, and was taken in' charge 
by D. F. Bear. He joined the Church 
of God at Boiling Springs one year ago. 
Phe burial of Tinkler took place Sunday 
afternoon.
